through the southern 
seas 
since she 
slipped out of the New York harbor 
August 3 the Kron Prinz Wilhelm sank 
fourteen ships which, with their car- 
goes, are valued at $7,000,000. 
Nine 
of the vessels were British, four French 
and one Norwegian. Nearly a thousand 
prisoners were taken and this was ac- 
complished with only four guns, two 
taken from the German Karlsruhe and 
two captured from a British merchant 
vessel. 
The commerce raider evaded 
hostile warships many times. 


Outbreak of Beri Beri. 
The Kron Prinz Wilhelm was forced 
to come into port because of an out- 
break of the dread beri beri and for sup- 
plies and repairs. Sixty-six of the crew 
and prisoners, ill of the disease, were 
to be taken to a hospital today. 
They 
included sixty-one members of tltó Brit- 
ish steamers Tamar and Coleby, sunk 
recently. 


One hundred and fifty tons of coal, 
fifty tons of fresh water and three days' 
supply of fresh meats, fruits and vege- 
tables were loaded on barges during the 
night and were alongside the cruiser. 
These provisions were allotted traders 
by Collector Hamilton after conference 
with Washington authorities. 
Arrange- 
ments were also under way for removí 
from the ship t)f sixty-one British sail- 
ors taken by the Kron Prinz Wilhelm 
from the steamers Tamar and Coleby 
destroyed in the South Atlantic. 


Lieutenajnt 
Commander 
Thierfelder, 
commander of the cruiser, has aaked for 
time to survey his ship and to submit 
to examination by a board of United 
States naval officers before making a 
formal request as to the time he wishes 
to remain in American waters for full 
supplies and repairs. His machinery is 
•aid to be in fairly good condition, evi- 
denced by the fact that the ship was 
able to make at least 23 knots Satur- 
day and Sunday morning in her dash 
into Hampton Roads through a lane 
ithat echoed and rp-echocd with the sput- 
terings of wireless instruments of ene- 
jmy warships.

All was ship shape on board today, 
officers and sailors in their queer look-

time 
we never 
touched land. 
Always we were on the 
great big ocean and now, at last, we 
have arrived. 
Two hundred and fifty- 
fiA'e days from New York to Newport 
News, and the distance 
is onjy 250 
miles. I wonder what can be the mat- 
ter with this ship?"

to the Kron 
Prinz in the South Atlantic. 
Several 
others are members of the crews ^of 
ships sunk by the auxiliary 
cruiser. 
British Vice Consul C. E. Kenworthy is 
in communication with Collector Hamil- 
ton concerning the disposition of the 
prisoners. It is the intention to send 
them back to England on the British 
steamer Casandra, now in this port. 
The Casandra 
is fitted for carrying 
passengers, hut has been engaged in the 
freight carrying trade of late. 


German Vice Consul Grassau also held 
an official visit to the cruiser.

today United States naval patrol of the 
James river was begun in the vicinity 
of the Wilhelm's anchorage.

val tug Patuxent took a position along- 
side the German raider, while torpedo 
boats and submarines anchored in posi- 
tions leading to Hampton Roads.

"French officers who have been taken 
prisoners have informed the German au- 
thorities that the Cathedral of Notre 
Damé, in Paris, the galleries of the 
Louvre and hotel des Invalides are 
buildings being used for military pur- 
poses.

JUDGE ANDERSON 


PASSES SENTENCE 


(Continued from Pagt 1.) 


Dennis Shea and Eli H, Redman were 
next in order of guilt. 
He took his 
time in passing sentence and frequently 
reviewed some of the evidence against 
the defendant under consideration. 


The passing of sentence ends one of 
the most notable prosecutions of elec- 
tion law violations ever undertaken by 
the government. The case has attracted 
the attention of the nation because of 
the prominence of the men involved and 
because of the nature of the offense 
charged. 


Investigation Was Sweeping. 


The sweeping investigation conducted 
by the gownment under the direction 
of Frank C. Dailey, United States at- 
torney, resulted in indictments against 
many prominent Tefre Haute men, in- 
cluding Mayor Donn M. Roberts and 
many members of his administration and 
also against Eli H. Redman, whose elec- 
tion to the Vigo circuit court bench was 
shown by a majority of ten votes after 
the official count. 


With Mayor Roberts, two members of 
his board of public works were indictcil. 
Harry S. Montgomery and George Ehrcn- 
hardt, and also his city controller, El- 
mer 
Talbott. 
Two assistant city en- 
gineers were caught In the grand jury 
net, Lewis Nimley and Edward Driscoll. 
and the superintendent 
of the city 
crematory, William Crockett, and Joseph 
O'Mara, superintendent of streets, also 
were indicted and found guilty. Several 
"other city employes and a large number 
of persons who served on the election 
boards were among the accused. 


In addition, Dennis Shea, sheriff of 
Vigo county, and Thomas Smith, judge 
of the city court of Terre Haute, are 
among those the jury found guilty.

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Hambui^g, March 20.—Correspondence 
of the Associated Press.—Some idea of 
how prisoners of war are cared for in 
the concentration camps 
of Germany 
can be gained from a report just made 
public by a visitor to Parchim, where 
many himdreds of men are confined. 


The captured soldiers rise at 6 and 
at 7 are served with a quart of tep, or 
coffee, together with the same ration 
of bread that German citizens are now 
allowed imder the bread card system. 
Tn the canteen are all manner of delica- 
tessen on sale. 


At 8 o'clock comes sick list inspec- 
tion, and then the men go to work un- 
til 11, when they are served Avith 
a 
meal consisting of thick soup made of 
legumes, cabbage and meat, a sort of 
goulash. 
The meals are prepared by 
the French and tlie Belgians under Ger- 
man supervision. 


The men work in the afternoon imtil 
6:30, when they are given a quart of 
gruel with potatoes or vegetables. Once 
a week fish is served. The following is 
the noon meal menu for one week: 


Monday—Pea soup with meat^and po- 
tatoes.

Tuesday—Pigs' knuckles 
wi^th 
car- 
rots and potatoes. 


Wednesday—Barley soup with meat 
and potatoes. 


Thursday—Rah, with

and potatoes. 


Friday—Bean soup, with meat 
and 
potatoes. 


Saturday—Mutton, cabbage and po- 
tatoes. 


Sunday—^Rice soup with beef and po- 
tatoes. 


The visitor sampled all the foods giv- 
en to the prisoners and announced it 
was tasty, and apparently fully as good 
as that served the German troops. The 
prisoners, he said, appeared healthy and 
well nourished as a result of the sim- 
ple, but wholesome fare.

of 
wheezy organs, ela«tic cheeked oornet- 
ists and other beggars using music sim- 
ply as an excuse for passing the hat 
are rapidly being driven out of business 
in London, for the war has brought a 
new and superior type of street musi- 
cian to the front. 
Professionals, 
who 
used to support themselves by teaching 
and orchestral work, have now been re- 
duced to playing for pennies. But they 
give the public really good music for 
its money, and are not paid to move 
away. 


Most of these artists come from Bel- 
gium. 
Usually they push 
around a 
piano on wheels, oitlipr to be played in 
solo or to accompany voices or 
the 
violin. 
Tlieir programs are as good as 
ordinarily heard in the best theaters, 
but they are graded according to the 
part of the city. 
In 
Soho, 
Ijondon's 
Latin quarter, the music is of the gayer 
sort, in the ordinan- middle class neigh- 
borhoods the selections runs to the pop- 
ular an«l sentimental, but in the culti- 
vated west end to tlio classical. 
Many 
of the singers come from the opera and 
concert stafro. 
Sometimes, 
to conceal 
his identity, the 
impoverished 
artist 
wears a domino across the face. 


The new type of street musicians are 
not badly rewarded for they are recog- 
nized as respectable people who 
have 


fallen victims to war conditions.

Have Until July 1 to Put in 
Plans for Track 
Elevation. 


The Tennsylvania and Wabash rail- 
roads have been granted an extension of 
time vmtil July 1 to prepare and file 
their plans and estimates for the eleva- 
tion of their tracks 
east 
of Calhoun 
street. 
The plans were due Monday, 
April 12, but Attorney Fred E. Zollars.. 
of counsel for both roads, appeared be- 
fore the board and requested the exten- 
sion, 
The roads wanted until Septem- 
ber, but the board thought sixty days 
enough and July I was fixed as a com- 
promise. 
Attorney Zollars said that the 
two railroads needed time to cor-ordi- 
nate their plana for grade separation at 
Lafayette and Hanna streets. 


City Engineer Frank M. Randall filed 
with the board the plans and estimates of 
the city for track elevation east of Cal- 
hc/un street and^iurther procedure now 
waits upon the Wabash and Pennsylvania 
railroads. 
The city's plans provide for 
tracit elevation at the Lafayette. Hanna 
iand Winter streets and the Anthony boul- 
evard crossings of both the Wabash and 
Pennsylvania. 
The plans of the city for 
grrade separation at the Winter street and 
Anthony boulevard crossings of the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton & Dayton railroad have 
not been submitted, the city at this time 
being in waiting upon that railroad, which 
several weeks ago was given an extension 
of time until the 20th liist. 


Mayor Hosey and the board of works 
have been reluctant to grant any consid- 
erable extension of time to the Wabaah 
and Pennsylvania railroads and prior to 
the conference Monday 
afternoon 
had 
practically agreed that no greater length 
of grace than sixty days ought to be 
considered. 
It is held that the railroads 
have known for five years 
that 
grade 
separation was coming east of Calhoun 
street, and for several months were aware 
that the city was prepared to insist ^pon 
procedure early this year.

Lafayette 
street—Pennaylvania 
and 
Wabash, $21,340. 


Hanna street—Pennsylvania and Wa-

The total estimates are (109,610. With 
this year's track elevation receipts from 
the levy the city wUl hav« (122,000.

The board 
approved the ordinance prepared to fl* 
maximum and minimum salaries in the 
park department under the new law.

"The significance of the approaching 


congress of women to work for peace, 
at The Hague, should not be overlooked, 
for there is & spirit of determination 
and earnestness about the undertaking 
that has not shown itself in any similar 
movement.

tessen on sale. 


At 8 o'clock comes sick list inspec- 


tion, and then the men go to "work un- 
til 11, when they are served with 
a 


meal consisting of thick soup made of 
legumes, cabbage and meat, a sort of 
goulash. 
The meals are prepared by 


the French and the Belgians under Ger- 
man supervision. 


The men work in the afternoon until 


6:30, when they _ are given a quart of 
gruel with potatoes or vegetables.
